Mora Than Eighty Thousand Poopla 
Attend Minnesota Exhibition. 
St. Paul, Sept. 7.—Ideal weather, a 
legal holiday and many thousands of 
dollars’ worth of added attractions, 
togothor with Dan Patch and Minor 
Holr, were a combination that, as a 
drawing card for attoadanco came 
pear to shattering all records for fifty 
pears at tho Minnesota state fair. 
Aa a matter of fact, with one ex­ 
ception, the opening day’s attendance 
was the largest ever recorded. At 
noon over 1,009 more people had 
passed through the gates than during 
the entire first day and evening in 
1908, and at 6 o'clock more than 9,000 
more people had entered than at the 
same hour in 1907, when the total at­ 
tendance reached 82,049. A conserva­ 
tive estimate places the day’s total at 
88,256, although the number may ex­ 
ceed this considerably.

It is doubtful rf history furnishes 
a more dramatic episode* than the 
breaking of the news to Dr. Cook that 
Peary had realized the goal of his 
life’s ambition and repeated struggles. 
Dr. Cook was seated at a dinner sur­ 
rounded by explorers and correspon­ 
dents in the gilded ball room of the 
Tivioli Casino. Around his neck was 
hung a garland of pink roses, accord­ 
ing to the Scandinavian method of 
honoring heroes, which the explorer 
wore blushingly and with visible em­ 
barrassm ent. Several 
speeches 
ac­ 
claiming him had been given and re­ 
peated toasts to him had been drunk 
with clamorous cheers. 
Amid this scene a whisper went 
around th at Peary had planted the 
Stars and Stripes at the Pole. Cook 
was perfectly cool and unmoved. He 
made a striking speech in which he 
paid high tribute to the work of 
Sverdrup, who sat near, to whose dis­ 
coveries he largely owed his success; 
to John R. Bradley, who had financed 
the expeditions; to "the intelligence, 
endurance- and faithfulness" of the 
Eskimos who had assisted him in the 
preparation and those who had ac­ 
companied him. The whole story of 
the expedition, he said, has not come 
out and will not come out for some 
tim e; nor will it come in installments, 
but only when it Is completed. 
Dr. Cook Pleated. 
Dr. Cook did not perm it the whis­ 
pers which came to his ear of Peary's 
success to move him in the least, but 
when he had finished he was sur­ 
rounded 
by 
correspondents, 
who 
looked for some sign of emotion, but 
the explorer said smilingly "I am 
glad." 
Asked if there was any probability 
of Peary’s having found the tube con­ 
taining his records, Dr. Cook replied: 
"I hope so, but th at is doubtful on 
account 
of 
the 
drifL” 
Dr. 
Cook 
added: 
"Commander 
Peary 
would 
have 
reached the Pole this year. 
Probably while I was in the Arctic 
region last year his route was several 
hundred miles east of mine. We are 
rivals of course, but the Pole is good 
enough for two. 
"T hat two men got to the Pole along 
different paths," continued the explor­ 
er, should furnish large additional 
scientific knowledge. 
Probably other 
parties will reach It In the next ten 
years, since every explorer Is helped, 
by the experience of his predecessors, 
just as Sverdrup’s observations and 
reports were of immeasurable help to 
me. 
I can say nothing more, without 
first knowing further details, than 
that I am glad of it."

Its decision to extend the honor to 
Dr. Cook, like the government’s to 
give him an official welcome, was not 
formed without deliberation. The rec­ 
tor of the University of Copenhagen, 
who is one of the leading lights of 
the society and a man of profound 
learning, interviewed Dr. 6ook for Ah 
hour. He 
questioned 
the explorer 
minutely and on coming out of the 
legation expressed his firm belief in 
the truth of the explorer’s statements. 
The longer Dr. Cook remains In 
Copenhagen, and the more people see 
of him, the more completely is his 
standing established. 
One correspon­ 
dent heard him cross-examined by 
competent questioners half a dozen 
times. 
Ills replies were so quick, 
coherent, and detailed that f he Is a 
romancer he Is one of the greatest in 
history. The only time the explorer 
seemed to display impatience was 
when speaking of one of his critics he 
said quickly: 
"He is an old man; 
then he apparently forgot that my 
expedition began 
about where his 
ended." 
The demand for admission to Dr. 
Cook’s lecture before the geographical 
society today, and a banquet after­ 
wards, has placed a high premium on 
the seats. The fortunate ones who 
possessed tickets for the municipality 
banquet Saturday last received bids 
as high as $200 for a single admission 
card. The Geographical society ban­ 
quet is limited to 150 persons and 
alm ost everyone of position in Copen­ 
hagen is using his influence to the 
utm ost to be included among the 
elect.

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Laurentlan Is Wrecked, But 
P a sse ls Are Saved. 


LIONIZED 
IN 
COPENHAGEN 


Dr. Cook the Man of the Hour in Dan­ 
ish Capital. 
Copenhagen, Sept. 7.—Dr. Frederick 
A. Cook spent the nearest approach to 
a quiet day that he is likely to expe­ 
rience in Copenhagen. 
A correpon- 
dent saw him in his appartments at 
the Phoenix hotel, which are gaily be­ 
decked with flowers and flags. The 
explorer was in the hands of the bar- 
1 ber. 
He was trying to talk and read 
a telegram at the same time. Outside 
the door a German count and the pres­ 
ident of the Geographical society wait­ 
ed for an audience. 
Many ladies had 
comfortably ensconced themselves in 
the halls and about the stairway. A 
secretary from the American legation 
jumped constantly to answer tele­ 
phone calls; and in the Intervals at­ 
tem pted to cope with a mall bigger 
than that of presidential candidates. 
In the meantime a string of mes­ 
sengers came popping in with cards. 
"Are you getting tired of this?” the 
correspondent inquired. 
"No man could honestly say that he 
was tired of such attentions after so 
short an experience." Dr. Cook replied, 
scanning a note from the German min­ 
ister, "but I do feel that I am get­ 
ting more attention than my share. 
Now what shall I do about this?” he 
said, picking up an Invitation from 
Prince Adolph Frederic of Mecklen- 
burg-Schwerin to address the Berlin 
colonial society. 
‘I should like to do 
that, of course, but I w ant to get tc 
America." 
"I suspect there ll s a few people 
who would like to see you,” was sug­ 
gested. "I know of three," said Dr. 
Cook smiling. Then the telephone

Bt. Johns, N. F., Sept. 7.—Thrilling 
scenes attended the loss of the Allan 
Line steamer Laurentlan, bound from 
Boston to Glasgow, which piled upon 
the rocks near Cape Race during a 
dense fog. The vessel is a total 
wreck, but the fifty passengers and 
forty members of the crew escaped to 
land after a trying experience. 
The Laurentlan was making about 
thirteen knots an hour when she 
struck the rocks. 
The ship rebound* d 
heavily, the shock throwing most of 
the passengers, who were asleep, from 
their berths. They stampeded for Cie 
deck without stopping to dress, anti 
for half an hour much excitement pre­ 
vailed. Captain Intrie and his officers, 
however, succeeded In quieting all 
hands. A stiff northwest wind banged 
the ship about and the situation be­ 
came so serious that orders were 
given to put the boats overboard. 
Twenty-flve of the passengers, mostly 
women and children, were placed in 
the first boat, but unluckily the bow 
tackle collapsed and several persons 
were thrown into the sea. 
Captain 
Tmrle had ropes thrown over the side 
and within fifteen minutes those who 
had been Immersed were drawn to the 
deck. 
Finally other boats were lowered 
and the passengers transferred. The 
seas, however, constantly drenched 
the shipwrecked people and it was 
only by constant bailing that the life­ 
boats were kept afloat. 
After the boats had been adrift two 
hours, a boat from a nearby fishing 
village was sighted. 
The fishing boat 
piloted the life craft to a harbor where 
the passengers and crew were cared 
for by the fisher folk. A steamer left 
St. Johns to bring the shipwrecked 
people to this port.
